Summary of Helos from the Far Gast. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

By the present P. & O. mail we have advices from} this port 
to the 16th April, and by the Pacific mail we have a week’s 
later dates, viz., to the 23rd April; the French mail from London 
Feb. 14 arrived out on the 5th, the P. and O. mail of Feb. 21 on 
the 12th, and the French mail of Feb. 28 on the 17th April. The 
following items of news are from the Japan Mail :— 

On the 15th April the Mikado reviewed a portion of his 
troops at Kamakura. His Majesty, who was attended by a 
small staff and accompanied by an escort of Lancers, arrived on 
the ground at half-past nine o’clock, and was received by a small 
brigade, consisting of two battalions of infantry, probably 800 
men, who were drawn up in the cross avenue of the Temple of 
Hachiman. His Majesty was mounted ona horse led by two 
retainers, and wore oilskin over-clothi After having been 
duly received by the troops in line, the Mikado placed himself 
at the entrance to the temple, the brigade marching past 

Closing to the front, one 
portion was then detached in order to take up a position for 
the defence of the temple and its grounds; while the other 
occupied the rear of the village of Homura, under cover of 
whit they proceeded to make their dispositions for the at- 
tack. Skirmishers were speedily thrown out on both sides. The 
defending party were at first driven back, but, occupying a 
small wood immediately in front of their position, eee in 
forcing in the skirmishers of the attacking party upon their sup- 
ports. Reinforeed by these they again advanced, a feint being 
simultaneously made by the attacking force in the form of a 
flank movement to the right with the apparent object of turning 
the position. Owing to the vigour of the front attack, and to 
the attention of the defenders being occupied with the threatened 
flank movement, the wood was, on this occasion, carried, and 
the column of assault advanced—a cloud of skirmishers on the 
left wheeled at the same moment to the right, and the entire 
position was enveloped. A heavy and, taking into consideration 
the extent of the force, a well-sustained fire ensued, and the 
position was carried ; the defenders retreated by the Totska- 
road, and the day’s proceedings came to a close. 


The skirmishing was throughout performed in a highly cre- 
ditable and satisfactory manner, the und selected being ad- 


mirably adapted for a display of this important branch of mili- 
tary tactics ; and the steady and apparently objective firing of 
the troops, united to the skill they showed in taking advantage 
of cover, evinced the excellent training they had received and 
the care bestowed upon them by their instructors. The appear- 
ance of the men, or rather boys, is youthful ; they show a lack 
of pt bag. (re and are badly dress They marched past well 
and steadily, but the long Chassepot rifle, and its disproportion- 
ately long “a onet with which they were armed, was out of all 
harmony with their diminutive persons. If, however, the opera- 
tions may be accepted as a fair specimen of the general efficiency 
of the Imperial troops, the Government has every reason to be 
satisfied with their progress in the art of war under the direction 
of the French Military Mission. The manceuvres were conducted 
in a steady down-pour of rain, the attendance of Japanese visitors 
being limited to a few apathetic on-lookers ; nor did the presence 
of the Sovereign seem to evoke in them any manifestations of 
loyalty or interest. Sir Harry Parkes, Colonel Richards, and 
several other foreign officers were spectators of the manceuvres.

soldiers, The streets through which the procession passed were 
closed by the police. At the Riongoku bridge the Empress 
alighted and embarked with her suite on board the Imperial 
steam yacht, which towed two e barges fitted up for the pur- 
pose. The party arrived at Hashiba about noon, and proceeded 
to the Hosokawa yashiki at Hashiba, opposite Mokosima. When 
the news was made known thousands of the populace repaired to 
Mokosima in carriages, boats, and jinriki-shas. In the evening 
her Majesty re-embarked on board the Imperial yacht, and, land- 
ing at Riongoku, returned thence to the Castle. 
he badges and rewards for good shooting granted by the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty to the battalion of al 
Marines now serving in Japan have been presented at a full 
dress parade, by Colonel Richards, commanding the battalion. 
The prizes distributed were as follows :—To the best shot of the 
battalion during the annual course: The crown and cross rifles, 
embroidered in gold ; money prize £5. To the best shots of 
companies : Cross rifles, embroidered in gold ; money prize £3. 
To marksmen: Cross rifles, embroidered in worsted ; money 
prize £1 10s.. There were upwards of thirty recipients of these 
rewards. 

It is satisfactory to observe a marked increase in the passenger 
traffic on the railway. It fell during the months of extreme cold, 
but is now mounting again higher than ever. There are now 
porters at the various stations to assist passengers with their 
‘ighter unpaid-for luggage. Their absence was a source of much 
annoyance and complaint, though as soon as the want was made 
known to the railway authorities the grievance was redressed. 

An attempted extortion by one of the telegraph officials has 
been dealt with by the Government promptly and effectually. 
The official was examined, convicted on his own confession, and 


summarily dismissed. 
A meh, called by Colonel Shepard, United States Consul, 
has been held at the United States Consulate for the purpose of 


considering the advisability of establishing a newspaper which 
should be the organ of the Americans in Japan. 

The following paragraphs are from the Japan Herald :— 

On the night of the 21st April, two Japanese of the middle 
class of life played for stakes in a gambling house, in which both 
money and a female were concern] ‘and, as is the ever inevitable 
issue, one was awinner. The fortunate wooer and the two con- 
testing gamblers departed from the hell apparently in amity ; 
but the cool air seemed to act upon their fevered brains, for upon 
reaching the fish market, about a quarter of a mile from their 

bling rendezvous, high words ensued between them, which 
resulted in the unfortunate winner being left dead on the spot, 
by some sword thrusts from his antagonist. On the following 
morning his remains were seen undisturbed in the midst of the 
payee and sellers of fish. Decency, however, so far prevailed as 
to have this corpus delicti covered with a mat and a door. The 
whereabouts of the manslayer has not yet been discovered. We 
think the best way to reach the culprit would be to ascertain an 
answer to the question always submitted by the Roman Emperor 
when a crime had been committed, “ Who is the woman?” 

The following is the decision of the Naval Court held to in- 
uire into the loss of the brig Wanja on the Japan coast :—“ The 
ourt is of opinion that G.S, Kennett, master of the late brig 

Wanja (wrecked at Yanagi-gawa, Sendai, east coast of Japan), 
acted according to the best of his judgment in keeping his vessel 
as close to the land as possible, considering the state of his ship, 
she having been unseaworthy when commencing her voyage.” 


HIOGO—OSAKA. 

Our advices extend to the 18th April ; the P. and O. maij 
of February 21 arrived out on the 15th April, and London tele- 
grams to the 9th April have been received. We take the follow- 
ing summary from the Hiogo News :— 

By far the most extensive fire which has ever occurred in 
Osaka broke out on the night of the 29th March, in the street 
called Sancho-me, Kio-bashi. The street in question is very 
near to the well-known iron bridge, the Korai-bashi. With the 
exception of the godowns, nearly every building is destroyed 
within the space bounded by the street running eastward from

Higashibori, the river crossed by the iron bridge, on the west, 
excepting where arrested by the fireproof godowns. Before the 
fire was extinguished one hundred and sixty-nine houses and. 
three godowns had been destroyed. No lives were lost. <A fire 
has also occurred at Kochi, on the premises of Mr. Meyer, one 
of the largest houses in Kochi, and until the late change in 
Government the residence of the head Minister of Tosa. Mr. 
Meyer and his wife, who have lost nearly everything they 
possessed, have been very kindly treated by the Japanese. 

A very serious assault has been committed upon Mr. Scott, 
second-lieutenant of H.B.M.’s Teazer. While walking out at 
night several men rushed up to him and beat him so severely 
with sticks that had he not managed to reach Mr. Tabor’s pre- 
mises he would probably have bled todeath. Mr. Tabor stayed 
his wounds and sent for the ship’s surgeon. Mr. Scott was sub- 
sequently removed to the hospital, and is now in a fair way of 


recovery. 

A rifle match between H.M.S. Teazer and the Kobe Rifle and 
Athletic Club, six a-side, has resulted in a victory for the naval 
representatives by no less than seventeen points, which is the 
greatest humbling the pride of the club has yet received. At 
the same time the scoring was the highest which has yet 
been recorded in any match at the Kobe range, the club making 
256 and the Teaser’s six 273, or eight more than the next best 
recorded score, which was 265, made by the club in their match 
last summer against the Jron Duke. ‘he club was Sy siren 
by Messrs. Sim, Crombie, Thornicraft, Macpherson, kenzie, 
and Gill, and the 7eazer by Messrs. Grant, Laggan, Willies, Ben- 
nison, Bussie, and Cullen. 

The new Copper-Smelting Works on the point of the Minato- 
gawa, between the Vulcan and Kanga foundries, are now very 
nearly finished. The construction of the works having been 
carried on entirely by Japanese, from the plans supplied them, it 
is not at all strange that when they tried to work the furnaces 
they had built they only wasted the material upon which they 
pectoral! The proprietors of the place therefore procured the 
services of Mr. P. A. r, and the result has been that a moat 
workmanlike and useful reverberating furnace has been con- 
structed, capable of refining four tons of metal per day. 

The annual general meeting of the Kobe Regatta and Athletic 
Club has been held at the Chamber of Commerce Rooms, A. O. 
Gay, Esq., in the chair. The report and accounts were 
as satisfactory. The boat-house is to be moved to the vicinity 
of the Eastern Chamber. A subscription list was opened to sup- 
ply new boats, &., to which $150 were subscribed in the roo 
and Messrs. Gay, Sim, Macpherson, Hendersor, Holme an 
Mackenzie were elected a committee for the ensuing year. The 
annual sports are to be held on the 19th April. 

The programme of the meeting of the Hiogo and Osaka Race 
Club, to be held on the 25th and 26th April, has been issued. 
There are to be seven races on each day ; altogether four races 
for Japan ponies, three for China ponies, four for both, and 
three hack races. 

The rush of native visitors to the Kioto Exhibition is steadily 
on the increase. The average number of people admitted daily 
from the opening till the 8th April, inclusive, was 3,517, while 
the Bird and Beast Show had an average of 2,862 visitors during 
the same period. 

Thirteen prisoners have managed to effect their escape from 
the native gaol. They inflicted such severe punishment on some 
of the gaolers and policemen that it was found n to send 
several of them to the hospital. The runaways have not been 
recaptured. . 

Uriu, Superintendent of Customs at this port, is expected back 
from Yedo shortly, and on his arrival the Osaka harbour scheme 
will be at once proceeded with. : 


NAGASAKI. 

We have advices to the 13th April; the French mail of 
Feb. 14 was received on the 5th April. We extract the fol- 
lowing from the Nagasaki Express :— 

Shibata, fonnienly employed as an interpreter here, has been 
engaged for several years past, in conjunction with some other 
interpreters, in complling an English and Japanese Dictionary, 
and they have at length completed their work, which has re- 
ently been printed and published at Yedo. The Dictionary con- 
tains some 55,000 words, and is said to be a work reflecting great 
credit upon its authors, who, we understand, have po unaided 
by any foreign linguist. The utility of the work . greatly en-

A Samurai of the former Kumamoto Ken, Toyama Ichiya by

KIUKIANG. 
A correspondent forwards the following items of intelligence :— 
The recent issue of the Customs Gazette for the last quarter of 
1872 shows us that the past year’s revenue of this port has in- 
creased considerably over the preceding year, despite the reports 
about the downward tendency of trade here. Adding the four 


quarters of the past year together, we find the Customs revenue 
to have incr some Tis, 48,000 over 1871, when it amounted 
to Tis. 537,072. 


The Grand Duke Alexis paid us but a very brief visit on his 
way down the Yangtze. We dndemtand that the local officials 
were anxious to salute him on his landing, and to entertain him 
on shore, had he been willing to accept their hospitality. As it 
was, he landed without any demonstration or saluting whatever. 
It is doubtless very agreeable for a Prince to travel about quite 
privately, but in this country such a practice is not calculated to 
inspire the people and officials with any respect for Western 
princes. The day following the Grand Duke’s visit, it was re- 

rted that the newly appointed Viceroy of Nanking would pass 

y on his way to the old capital ; now here is a mere high 
official ing the port, but mark the difference in the manner 
of receiving him. For three days prior to his arrival, all the troops 
and every official in the place turned out by sunrise, to be in 
readiness to receive the new Governor-General. The first day he 
‘was expected he did not come, and all were kept eee | for two 
days more, along the river bank, until the “great man” did make 
his appearance. The Taoutai even went some miles up the river 
to meet his Excellency, who, it may be added, is a native of 
Szechuen, and just out of mourning. On his barge (which was 
towed by a steamer) stopping here, the gunboats and troops fired 
salvo after salvo ; and, on landing, to make an unofficial visit to 
the city, he was escorted by the entire civil and military autho- 
Tities of the town, besides all the troops. Now when the people 
and literati see such honour paid to an official, and none whatever 
to the son of one of the great monarchs of Europe, it is not likely 
that they will be much impressed with the greatness of our 
princes. But what the natives say or think, goes for little. 

- The new Taoutai, Shen Pao-tsing, late of the powder-works at 
Tientsin, assumed charge last ocak His predecessor, the acting 
Taoutai, has returned to Nanchang, of which seat of anti-foreign 
ideas he is prefect. The acting Taoutai was, however, very favour- 
ably disposed towards foreigners, and enjoyed their yaa inek 
On dit he has now got into disgrace with the Futai; and it is 
stated that that high official is annoyed at his conduct in becom- 


ing intimate and friendly with Euro instead of subjugating 
the objects of the Futsia aversion, the Consuls, French Seine 
aries, and foreigners in general. 





SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 20th 
April ; no later mail from London had arrived out. The fol- 
lowing it~ ‘s of news are from the Worth China Herald :— 

River tights have been greatly depressed, the two companies 
having fairly started on a competition @ outrance. The “ mos- 
quitoes,” as the smaller steamers have been christened, intend, 
we believe, to lie off and watch the contest. The competition 
on the river is being emulated on the coast, where the C.M.S.N. 
Company is fighting against the S.S.N. and the C.C.S.N. Com- 

ies, Thus far, only Chefoo freights have been affected, the 
EMS. agents at that port having lowered freights from 7 mace 
to 3 mace, and now to one mace, and having of course been

old. 
There being only two men besides himself on board he sought 
assistance from Captain Roberts, of the British lorcha Wing and 
Wing, and anchored close by him. Captain Roberts went on 
board with his crew, and weighed the anchor and beached the 
Rover on the Pootung shore, abreast the Seamen’s Church. Boats 
and coolies were procured, and the cargo discharged. On Cap- 
tain Roberts applying to the owners of the Hover for remunera- 
tion, we hear that he was tendered the modest sum of $15 for his 
own services, and $1 for each of his crew. The sum was de- 
clined, as it was thought to be a case for salvage, but about this 
there is a difference of opinion, and the question may have to be 
decided elsewhere. The Rover had a full cargo of general mer- 
chandise on board at the time, and was bound up the Yangtaze. 

We iudavetand that the'old gunboat Doss which waa adver 
tised for sale, has been disposed of by private contract. She has 
been placed opposite to the P. and O. Co.’s godowns on the 
Pootung side, with the object, we are informed, of being turned 
into a pontoon. The American barque Forest Belle is being fitted 
for a similar p , for some station on the Yangtsze. 

The election of Municipal Councillors has been unprecedentedly 
quiet this year. Only the requisite nine were put in nomination, 
so there was no contest and no poll. The icllow ing gentlemen 
were simply advertised as elected :—R. I. Fearon, J. G. Purdon, 
W.S. Wetmore, S. M. Moses, R. W. Little, J. Wilson, M. Kalb, 
E. Seligman, and F. D. Barnes. 

The yachting season has been opened with a race for the 
challenge cup. The start was from moorings off the recreation 
ground ; the course up the river, round a stake-boat at the top 
of the seven-mile reach, and back to the police hulk. The weather 
was wet and cold, and very unfavourable therefore for spectators ; 
but there was plenty of wind for the yachts, and a quick race 
resulted in favour of the Madcap. An athletic sports eee 
is to be held on the 19th May ; twenty events are announced, 
against fourteen last year, so we presume the peer will 
cover two days. We hear that the usual Spring rifle meeting is 
to be held on the 5th and 6th May. There are four cups—em- 
bracing the usual ranges. We presume that Sniders will still 
have to be used, owing to the unfortunate delay in the arrival of 
the Martini-Henrys and their ammunition. 

The Shanghai Steam Navigation Company’s steamer F'ychow is 
ashore on the Langshan crossing. The Moyune has left, towing 
two cargo-boats, to lighten her. 

At the Mixed Court, four of the Chinese crew of the American 
lorcha Anonyma have been charged by Mr. Jones, the master, 
with insubordination and mutinous conduct during the last pas- 
sage from Chinkiang to Shanghai. It appears that the ship’s 
cook, an old man, not giving satisfaction to some of the crew, 
they set upon him and beat him unmercifully, when Jones inter- 
fered ; upon which they assailed him, one man, since decamped, 
striking him a heavy blow with a handspike.. The crew then 
refused to obey orders, and Mr. Jones finding himself powerless, 
hoisted the ensign, reversed, thinking he might get assistance. 
One man hauled it down and jumped onit. His punishment for 
this was 100 blows and one month’s cangue; 1st lowdah, one 
month’s cangue ; 2nd lowdah, half a month’s cangue; and the other 
man, eighty blows.

y Our Foochow correspondent writes :— Messrs. John Foster 
and Co. have commenced to lengthen their dock at Pagoda An- 
chorage 75 feet, with the object of being able to take in the long 
Suez Canal steamers that occasionally call at this port.

The latest matter of interest here is a large defalcation dis- 
covered on the part of an employé in the Chinese Customs, who 
appropriated some £7,000 to his own use, for the purpose of 
share speculations. He has been brought up at the police-court, 
and remanded pending reference to Mr. Hart, at Peking. This 
robbery, or embezzlement, has been effected in the same way as 
similar ones has been, viz., by keeping back balances supposed to 
be lodged in the bank. 

This affair throws a slur on the whole Foreign Customs Ser- 
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vice, as it was specially established to put a stop to fraud and 
embezzlement. It is not yet known what course Mr. Hart will 
take, whether to prosecute or not. Mercantile affairs are in a 
very unsettled state here at present ; merchants, sharebrokers, 
&c., collapsing, and ruinous competition between rival steam 
companies. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 26th April; the French mail from 
London, March 14, was received on the 24th April. The follow- 
ing items are from the China Mail :-— 

We hear from Peking that there has been a change in the con- 
stitution of the Chinese Mission to Vienna. Mr. C. Hannen, the 
able and most popular Commissioner at Tientsin, has departed to 
assume charge of it as chief. The other foreign members are 
Commissioners Detring, Drew, Bowra, and Cartwright. The 
Chinese members are not appointed as yet. 

Mr. A. N. Blakeman has consented to act as general treasurer 
of the Briarly Fund. The subscription list closes on the 27th 
April. It is only intended to raise a sum sufticient to pay the 
man’s passage home, and give him a sinall amount of ready money 
on landing. 

The Pier and Godown Company have commenced roofing the 
shed on the pier with galvanised corrugated iron, and are driving 

iles aloi pita of about every third pile on each side of the pier 

the tops being about six feet below the level of the other piles), 
for the purpose of laying balks of timber fore and aft, for fenders 
to protect the pier from being chafed. 

The funds of the Morrison Education Society have been finally 
disposed of, and the society may be regarded as defunct. A sum 
of $3,000 has been funded for the purpose of endowing a scho- 
larship, to be called the Morrison Scholarship, at the Central 
School, under conditions to be drawn up by the head master of 
the Central School, the minister for the time being of the Union 
Church, and the senior resident member of the London Missionary 
Society, with the addition that, in the event of the discontinuance 
of the Central School, or other circumstances making it advisable, 
the disposition of the peneipal should be with the three gentle- 
men above named. ‘The balance of the society's funds has been 
handed over to the Morrison Library. 

The Fray Bentos, Peruvian ship, has been officially inspected 
at Macao and declared capable of taking 379 covlies. The bar- 
racoons are almost empty, and arrivals live been very seanty, 
seventy per cent. of those examined refusing to emigrate. ‘Trade, 
therefore, is very discouraging, and will be more so if the rice 
harvest turns out a good one. The Sun Jain, Luiza Cuneraro, 
Emigrante, Manco-Caupue, Rozalia, Procilencia, and Fe Beutos, 
all Peruvian ships, aggregating a total of 6,676 tons, are on the 
berth waiting. 

A boat, loaded with coolies, has een captured by a customs 
cruiser at a distance of a mile from the Barra Fort. The boat, with 
coolies, crew and all, was taken in tow by the cruiser, passing 
under the guns of the Portuguese forts ea route to Canton. 

We have received the first number of a new Portuguese paper, 
entitled the /mpurciul, to be published at Macao. The Jinpareial 
is well printed, and appears to be of a higher tone than the other 
Macao journal. It is undoubtedly on the right track when it 
asserts that the only remedy for the existing state of affairs is to 
interest the Chinese Government in the Cuolie trattic. 

We are glad to note that all newly-arrived steamers and sail- 
ing vessels are now boarded by the police on entering the har- 
bour. ‘This arrangement is a sensible one, a3 it often happens 
that robberies occur amongst the Chinese passengers on the 
voyage, and the suspected thief has a good chance of escaping if 
the means of capturing him are not at haud. 

One of the oldest and most respected Parsee residents of Hong 
Kong, Mr. J. F. Buxey, leaves by this mail, owing to his having 
some three or four weeks since been seized with a paralytic 
stroke. Mr. Buxey has been for some years a prominent pro- 
moter of local enterprise, and is very highly esteemed by all who 
have come in contact with him. 

A return rifle match, Officers of H.M. S0th Regt. 7. Civilians, 
has been shot off at Kowloong, when the civilians had their re- 
venge, beating the officers by twenty-seven points.

Baron von Rehfues, German Minister at Peking, has passed 
through the Colony on his way home by this mail. 

It is notified that unofficial Members of Council are not entitled 
to wear uniform.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
aoe 
SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 4th 
May ; no later mail from London had arrived out. The follow- 


ing summary of news is from the Straits Times :— 
The interval since the departure of last mail has been a short 
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one, and there is consequently less to summarise than usual. 
The Governor left for Labuan, as we notified in ourgast sum- 
mary, on the 23rd April, and has not yet returned, and fhe busi- 
ness of the Legislative Council is, therefore, at a standstill. 
The Criminal Session is still pendiug, though many of the cases 
have been disposed of. No less than eleven prisoners have been 
sentenced to death at this session, one being the Kling school- 
master who tried to murder his wife, killed his two children, and 
then cut his own throat; two Chinese were sentenced for a 
murder committed in astreet riot ; and the remaining cight were 
found guilty of gang robbery, attended with the murder of two 
Klings, in a money-changer’s shop in High-strect. Not- 
withstanding the speedy detection and arrest of many of the 
gang, their incarceration did not prevent another gang, or pro- 
bably part of the same band, from carrying out a similar robbery 
at Teluk DBlangah last Sunday night. The police were on their 
track within an hour or so after the crime was committed, and a 
number of Chinese were arrested before they reached their 
houses, with some of the property in their possession. Later 
some of the property was found in the possession of Chinese 
grooms in the Governor’s employ, concealed in their boxes on the 
premises at Government House. While holding the police ac- 
countable for the peace of the town and the protection of pro- 
perty, it would, perhaps, be as well if strict surveillance were 
kept over the servants at Government House. 

We learn that, in pursuance of his policy of centralisation, the 
Governorhasappointed Mr. Burn, Master Attendant, to be Master 
Attendant of the Straits Settlements, and Harbour Master at Sin- 
gapore. Mr, Burn will have charge of the Marine Department, 
and all the shores, harbours, lights, and beacons of the colony. 
We have not heard that his salary is to be increased with the in- 
crease of work. 

The mail services of both the P. and O. and the Messageries 
Maritimes Companies have been augmented hy new and elegant 
steamers, but it would appear that all the increased tonnage and 
greatly extended passenger ascommodation of these companies 
is still insufficient to mect the Eastern passenger traffic, if we 
may judge from the difliculty experienced of late in securing 
eabins or berths in the stermer from Galle to Suez. One large 
steamer recently had to take all her passengers eid Bombay, that 
they might oon hoine by the Bombay steamer. 

This colony is at last to be deundesd of its transmarine convicts 
—at least thos: who have not been released on ticket-of-leave. 
As the time has approached for their withdrawal, we understand 
thenumberof tic ket-of-leave men has been greatly anszmented, and 
we hear there are many inore, Whose term of sentence are nearly 
expired, who will enjoy a like favour, This is, we believe, strictly 
in accordance with the arrangement made respecting the transfer 
of the convicts. 

H.M.S. /ornet has returned from Penang, she having been to 
Atehin with the Dutch expedition. 

The latest news of the Dutch expedition to Atchin is con- 
tained in a telegram from Penang dated 2nd May, which stated 
that the troops left Atchin for Singapore on the 29th April, but 
that the blockade would be maintained hy three ships of war. 
So far as can be gathered from our latest Java papers, the Nether- 
lands Indian Government is fully alive to the necessity of prose- 
cuting the war, now that it has been entered upon, in order to 
maintain its prestiye amongst the natives now under its rule, 
and intends to resume hostilities with a large force as soon as 
the season will permit. The unmistakable repulse the Dutch 
have experienced in this expedition is a matter of very serious 
concern to their piestéye, and may lead to consequences which can 
yet be hardly realised from its effects upon the native mind. We 
gravely doubt the wisdom or policy of the expedition leaving 
Atehin at all, and we would warn the Dutch anthorities that 
they have undertaken, wantonly, so far as we can see, a task, the 
mamitnde and dithiculties of which they seem yet to have hardly 
realised, but of which they have had a slight foretaste in the utter 
defeat they have just sustained. They cannot afford a second 
one. No official statement of the total hes suffered by the Dutch 
has been published. The /adier says that up to the 18th April 
the loss of the land forces amounted to 6 officers and 45 men 
killed, and 25 ofticers and 363 men wounded. The naval force 
had 2 ofticers killed, and 20 men wounded ; 160 sick and wounded. 
had arrived at Padang, and 15 wounded had been conveyed to 
Batavia. ‘The Government, on first receiving the news of the 
failure at the Kraton, determined to despatch reinforcements, 
but decided on the 20th April upon withdrawing the troops, on 
intelligence being received that a council of war held at Atchin 
had come to the conclusion that the situation there was an un- 
tenable one. 

The Jadier of the 26th April thus comments upon the state of 
affairs :—Great is the impression made by these event |*through- 
out the Archipelago, The tears of many whose dearest relations 
have fallen, the three millions that have been spent, the complete 
interruption of steam communication ie ae the Archipelago 
—all these sacrifices would be considered as trifles, were it not 
for the heavy blow inflicted on our prestige. Our navy will con- 
tinue to blockade the ports of Atchin, but the ships, two ex- 
cepted, sail wretchedly, and are, properly speaking, rotten wooden 
vessels, Without a strong artillery park, Atchin is strong to us. 
The bitter fruits of gross neglect in this respect; are now being 
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but seldom or never has the blow been so heavy, so painful. 
Knowledge of the enemy’s resources, their strength, and the state 
of the country, was wanting. Yet the war has been undertaken, 
trusting merely to the bravery and strength of mind of our 


troops. Much has been made good by these qualities of the 
army, ach has it done by defective means, but this time it ap- 


peared that we had before us an enemy who is not inferior to 
us in bravery, and who defended desperately his country inch by 
inch, and @ outrance. Though hundreds of Atchinese fell—their 
Joss must have been very great—masses of them always stood 
firmly, and resumed the contest with greater fury, and with a 
fearlessness unknown before in our Netherlands India history. 

The Sumatra Courant says that the Atchinese on:the West 
coast have not hesitated to give ear to the summons of the Sul- 
tan to come to defend their country. It is said that one bat- 
talion of troops will be despatched to Sumatra and two companies 
to Deli. 








: CEYLON. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Kanpy, May 5, 1873. 

This ancient capital, the quondam residence of a long line of 
Kandyan Kings, was on the 27th ult. startled by three sudden 
explosions, On turning in the direction of the reports were to be 
seen volumes of fire and smoke, with bricks, tiles, rafters, and 
other fragments of buildings flying high in air. Arrived at the 
spot a crumbled mass of ruins met the eye. The explosion had 
arisen from gunpowder, which had been carelessly kept for sale 
iu native bazaars. At the point of junction of Colembo with 
Trincomalie-strect, on both sides of Colomho-street several houses 
were down—one on fire, and fears were entertained that if a 
breeze sprang up the conflagration would extend down Trinco- 
malie-street and carry away the best part of the town. All the 
exploded and fallen houses were native shops, almost all of them 
containing gunpowder in large quantity. Men were busy there 
qurying away the powder from the fallen houses which were 
not on fire, as eel as from those which were, and from 
the neighbouring boutiques—for they are all boutiques in 
that street — as well as removing the debris from above 
such of the inmates as were hoped to be got out alive. Ten 
houses had fallen, burying in their ruins about forty people ; 
fifteen of them were got out live, of whom two afterwards lied 
Crowds} of natives had assembled, but, with the usual native 
apathy, were doing nothing ; a few Europeans only were exerting 
Hiei ives to save life. Presently the military appeared on the 
scene, also the police, both with their fire engines ; but neither 
seemed in working order, for they could not be got into play for 
about an hour. They did work at last, however, and by two 
o'clock in the morning got the fire subdued. The military ren- 
dered very efficient service, and it has been justly commented on 
ly a writer to the local press, that if they had been of no other use 
to the colony their value on this occasion would have warranted 
a depot of them being kept at this station. Yet at this very mo- 
ment the military authorities have given out that they are to be 
withdrawn from outstations and concentrated at Colombo, which 
intimation has met most unqualified reprobation in the central 
metropolis ; the inhabitants whereof pay their share of the taxes 
whereby the military are supported—and they are all supportea 
by local taxation—yet we have not a word to say in the matter 
of their stationing. All may be sent to the top of Adam’s Peak 
for all we can do to prevent it, or they may be taken to defend 
the key of India, Trincomalic, for all the taxpayers can do to pre- 
vent it. Verily, this seems to prove that might is right. But 
there are so many ways besides a fire in which they could be of use 
at Colombo, too far away from Kandy to prevent mischief. Yet 
Kandy is the centre of the great producing interest in the coun- 
try—the coffee plantations. It is hoped the local Government will 
rotest against a step so inconsiderate, unwise, and expensive. 
Racaive: because they have good barracks here, whereas in 
Colombo new ones would have to be built, while the island has 
lately been bled to the tune of probably £50,000 for extra barrack 
accommodation, at a time, too, that one reviment—the Rifles—is 
being disbanded. When we had four regiments our barrack 
accommodation was sufficient ; now that we are reduced to one, 
all this extra is required. The military dictum evidently is, 

“The island is rich, let her bleed.” 

The cause of the accident could not be discovered—whether a 
lighted match carelessly thrown down, an cud of a cigar, a spark 
from a fire stick, or any other canse--did not come out ; and 
most likely those who could have told were tongue-tied for ever. 
The whole five persons who were in one of the boutiques where 
the first explosion is supposed to have taken place, were buried 
under the ruins. It appears there was an ordinance regarding 
the storing of gunpowder passed in 1862, whereby 100 Tb, 
was the limit allowed to be kept in any one shop; but it 
Was never proclaimed in Kandy, therefore not in force there. 
Aud tivee was a magazine erected some two years ago—there 
having heen one before which was taken down—--Dut it had never 
Been civen over to the municipalities nor used by the Govern- 

‘ment, these powers having been corresponding about the terms 
‘for some tite ; meanwhile this explosion—a sad commentary on 
‘official procrastination! Even had the proclamation been in 
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100 Ibs, allowed to be kept in each shop, in a street where all are 
shops, and adjoining each other, was far too much to be safe, for 
there might thus be concentrated in a very small space enough 
to have blown up the town. As it was, almost each shopkeeper 
admitted having had about 300 Ibs., and they must have had 
considerably more, as when the powder was removed to the 
magazine, which it was immediately after the catastrophe, 22,000 
Ibs. were removed from a few shops almost all contiguous, The 
authorities will no doubt be on their mettle now, but they ought 
to have been so before. The coroner’s jury who next day viewed 
the bodies of the dead—a ghastly sight, some charred to a cinder, 
others with broken bones, broken heads and no heads at all— 
and inquired into the cause of the disaster, passed a severe cen- 
sure on the Government, the municipality, and the police,

IMPORTS. 


YoxouaMa.—The market during the fortnight had been extremely 
dull and neglected, the demand for Shirting noticed in our last report 
having subsided to a considerable extent, while for Yarn lower offers 
were made by dealers, and in some cases accepted. Rates for all classes 
of goods were weaker, with very little animation apparent. In Metals 
there had been a demand for Nail Rod Iron only. 

Hioco-Osaka.—Though deliveries had been on the increase, the ten- 
dency of the market was weak. Cotton Yarn: Nos. 16-24 and 28-32 
showed an advance in price during the early part of the month, and at 
the close, while the advance had Leen taken off again for Nos. 28-32, it 
partially remained for the former count, which was all but nominal, 
however, Grey Shirtings had receded in value, the demand slackening, 
but stocks had not increased. Black Velvets had assumed a healthier 
tone, and as much as $10 to $10.50 per piece had been obtainable, but 
the advance was afterwards partially lost, and quotations at the close 
were nominal, with heavy stocks, Victoria Lawns had met with a fair 
inguiry, and holders but reluctantly submitted to offers. Transactions 
in Mousselines de Laine, plain and printed, had been made on specula- 
tion; this feeling had been freely met by importers, and while 
deliveries were considerable, prices were drouping. Nail Rod Iron : 
Fine sizes saleable. Quotations :—Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16 to 24, $120.00 
to 123.00; 28 to 32, 8132.00 to 1384.00. Cotton Piece Goods: GE 
Grey Shirtings, 7 Ibs., 38 yards 39 in., $2.25 to 2.30; 8} to 84 Ibs, 
38 yards, 39 in., $2.55 to 2.62 ; 9 Tbs. ditto 44 in., 82.85 to 2.90 ; White 
Shirtings, nominal ; T-Cloths, 6 to 7 Ib, $1.55 to 1.85 ; Drills, Dutch, 
40 yards, $3.70 ; ditto, English, 40 yards, 15 Ibs., $3.85 ; Velvets, black, 
$9.00 to 9.50 per piece ; Black Sateens, 32 in., $0.18 to 0.20 per yard ; 
Victoria Lawns, $0.97 to 1.00 per piece. 

Hanxxow.—The market had shown little or no sign of reaction from 
the dull tone recently prevailing, while sales of imports generally had 
been very limited; prices, where any change had taken place, ruled in 
favour of buyers. Grey Shirtings, 8}]bs., had maintained their down- 
ward tendency ; quotation, Tls. 1.88 to 1.96; 7 Ibs., unchanged at 
Tis. 1.68 to 1.72; 9} Ibs., Tls. 2.38 to 2.57 per piece. T-Cloths slightly 
lower ; SIbs., Tls. 1.72 to 1.78 ; 6 ]ba., Tls. 1.30. 

SHANGHAL—Cottons : The business done had been almost nil, no 
enquiry whatever having existed for any description of Piece Goods, 
Drills were further depressed and lower in value, other goods remaining 
without change, but in the absence of business, quotations were more 
or less nominal. Woollens.—Transactions most limited, the few sales 
reported showed a decline on previous rates. Metals and Coals had 
been quiet at previous quotations, : 

Honxc Konc.—The only arrivals had been the steamers Canton, Dio- 
med, Glendarrock, and the mail str. with manufactures for this mar- 
ket. Advices of increasing shipments from home, continued dullness 
in the Northern Markets, and a general want of activity in the local 
trade, had prevented any improvement in the market. Yarn was 
almost the only article showing any life or activity. A moderate 
amount of business was being transacted in each of the different 
counts at about the same quotations as last given—16/24s. $1.10 to 
1.20, 28'32s $126 to 129, and 38/428, $132} to 137 per bale. Stocks 
of all counts within very reasonable compass, and prices not likely to 
decline. Grey Shirtings weak and unsatisfactory ; 7 Ibs. offered at 
$2.15 to 2.16, but not taken readily ; 8} Ibs. dull at $2.45 to 2.524, the 
higher quotations being quite nominal ; a few 10 Ibs. placed at $3.48 
per piece. White Shirtings and White Irishes nothing doing. T-Cloths, 
6 Ibs. in sinall supply, but there is very little inquiry ; 7 lbs. not asked 
for ; Mexican, 6 and 7 Jbs. very quict and weaker ; 8 Ibs. out of de- 
mand. Grey Drills, quotations nominal ; sales impracticable, owing to 
heavy stocks at all ports. Woollens generally showed a downward 
tendency. Metals: Nail Rod Tron steady at former prices ; Bar firmer ; 
Hoop weaker ; Reund had given way a little; Wire neglected ; Steel 
in better inquiry, prices firm ; Tin Plates quiet ; Quicksilver neglected ; 
Yellow Metal declined about 59 cents per picul ; Lead attracting some 
attention from speculators, and prices supported. 

Cantoy.—The interval had been characterised by no other feature 
than that of general quietness, greater even than usual at this period of 
the year. Business with the native merchants was in a rather unsatis- 
factory condition, resulting in a disinclination to make purchases. Lead 
was quoted $7.20 to 7.25 for common, and $7.30 to 7.35 per picul for 
W.B. ; sales 500 piculs, stock 1,800 piculs. No transactions reported in 
Quicksilver, which was worth $115 to 116 per picul. Rice had de- 
clined about 5 cents per picul, and was slow of sale. 

SinGarore.— Messrs. Boustead and Co. report as follows : — The ar- 
rivals with general cargoes had been the Auriga and steamers Tchihat- 
choff and Macgregor from London, and the steamer Ulysses from Liver- 
pool. The demand for Piece Goods has been more active, and clearances 
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are on a larger scale. In prices there is little change to note, but holders 
have been rather firmer, and the market closes steady at quotations. 39 
inch Grey Shirtings 8} lbs, continued in good inquiry, and stocks being 
reduced, holders found no difficulty in making sales at $2.524 to 2.55, 
7 lbs. in some demand at $2.125, 6 lbs. quiet at 31.90 to 1.95. 45 inch 
8 lbs. dull at $2.45 to 2.50, 9 lbs. scarce, and worth $2.90. 32 inch 
T-Cloths 7 Ibs. slow sale at $1.75 to 1.80, 6 Ibs, in good request, and 
considerable clearances at $1.574 to 1.60; lighter weights neglected, 
only a few trifling sales of 4 lbs. reported. Grey Madapollams : 3 lbs, 
asked for at $184 to 183, trifling inquiry for 24 lbs. at $174, and 2? lbs. 
at $18. Grey Supers : A moderate business done in common qualities, 
but for best makes there was little demand. 36 inch White Shirtings : 
A larger business has been done in medium qualities, and for favourite 
makes of fine description there had been a fair inquiry. 45 inch White 
Cambrics : 15/16 had received some attention at $304 to 31 for ordinary. 
40s. Grey Yarn : Stock increased, but fair inquiry and deliveries favour- 
able, prices slightly weaker at $128 to 129, 30s scarce but quiet. 
Coloured Yarn: T. R. dye, full weight, scarce and readily saleable. 
Green Yarn in request at $87 to 90, Orange and Yellow in moderate 
demand at $82 to 85. Woollens: Camletsa asked for at $184 to 20. 
Long Ells in some inquiry at $8 to 8} for 12 lbs, Lastings quieter. 
No inquiry for Brocade Lustres. Scarlet Bombazettes in poor request. 
Iron is in better request, but high prices asked by holders prevent busi- 
ness. Yellow Metal in moderate demand at $26} to 26}. Lead very 
quiet, L.B. brand would probably find buyers to a small extent at $63 
to 64. Sheet, dull of sale at $6.40 to 6.50. 

Penana.—Only a very small business had been done. The market 
remained in much the same position as last reported, and quotations 
generally were uoaltered. There had been no arrivals from Europe.

YoxoHamMa.—The settlement of about 600 piculs for San Francisco 
had been the only business of the fortnight, and may be said to con- 
clude the season. Small garden musters of the new crop were expected 
to be shown shortly, and the first arrivals of small quantities in about 
ten days from date. 

Htoco-Osaka.—The market remained in much the same state as last 
reported, and no settlements had transpired. Garden musters were 
expected to be shown in a few days, but no quantity of new leaf was 
expected before the early part of May. The weather continued favour- 
able to the new crop. Quotations were quite nominal. 

Hanxow.—Mesars. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co. report : Arrangements 
for the purchase of the New Season’s Teus by natives being now almost 
completed, we have the pleasure to furnish such information respecting 
the number of hongs opened in the various districts as we have been 
able to gather from reliable sources. The above figures show a con- 
siderable falling off in the number of hongs opened in the Hupeh or 
Oopack districts, 21 namely, while in the Oonam districts, on the other 
hand, there is an increase of 10 hongs. In the Kiukiang districts the 
number of hongs opened also shows a large decrease, in the case of 
Ningchow there being as many as 25 less than last year, and in that of 
Hohow 12 less. Last year the estimated average of Sycee sent into the 
country for each hong was Tis. 15,000, while this year the same is only 
estimated at Ts. 13,000. Altogether, therefore, the operations of Tea 
dealers for the coming season would seem to be considerably influenced 
by the unfavourable state of the London market during the one just 
finished, and we can only hope they will exercise as much caution in 
making their purchases in the country districts. 

SHanoHal.—No business had taken place in Congous, the market 
continuing bare of stock. Teamen appeared to be acting cautiously in 
arranging for their operations in the new season’s Teas, The Hongs 
established in the Black Tea districts for purchases of the new leaf were 
reported to be less numerous, and the total amount of funds sent up 
was said to be about twenty-five per cent. smaller than last season. The 
weather had been favourable. Green Teas: The business of the fort- 
night had been comprised in the settlement of a small parcel Pingsuey, 
equivalent to 146 half-chests, at Tls. 314 per picul. A chop of local 
packed Tea had been added to stock, which consisted of 882 half-chests 
of this description and 300 half-chests Pingsuey. 

Canton.—The only settlement had been 600 boxes new crop District 
Congou, but the price had not transpired, and there had been a few 
further shipments under contract. The new leaf had commenced to 
arrive in small quantities, but no musters of Scented kinds had yet been 
shown. Owing to the unfavourable weather at the opening of the year, 
the first crop was represented by the Teamen to be of somewhat inferior 
quality, and rather below the average quality, which would probably 
account for the desire manifested by one or two buyers to hurry for- 
ward amall shipments of contract Tea by mail steamer at a reported 
advance of one to three taels per picul on last year’s prices. The Tea- 
men were not apparently desirous of purchasing leaf at current rates, 
so that transactions were left to more sanguine operators stimulated by 
contracts with foreign buyers. The prospects for the second picking 
were very good, and a large crop was looked for. 


SILK. 

Yorouama.—Settlements since the 5th April had amounted to about 
600 bales, of which fully two-thirds had gone forward on native account. 
Dealers were averse to accept the low offers made by buyers, and pre- 
ferred to take the risk of the home market ; Oshus and Taysaam sorts 
were again lower. Arrivals had been small, and the stock was about 
1,600 bales. Quotations were, Hanks, Mybash and Sinchu, best 28s. 7d. 
to 308. 1d. ; medium 26s. 4d. to 27s. 10d. ; inferior 24s. 2d. to 25s. 3d. 
Oshu, best 278. 10d. to 293.; medium 26s. 4d. to 27s. 6d.; inferior 
21s, 11d. to 25s. 3d. Hamatski, 22s. 3d. to 248. 2d. Coshu, medium 
24s, 2d. to 25s. 7d. Sodai, medium 23s. 9d. to 248,10d. Etchesen, 
medium 23s. 9d. to 24s. 10d. ; inferior 21s. 2d. to 22s. 3d. 

SHaNGHAI.—Very few transactions had taken place, and nothing 
worthy of remark had occurred on the market. The sales amounted

to 400 bales, including 150 bales not calculated in the last figures, and 
comprised some small lots of Elephant chop at Tls. 410, “ Grasshopper” 
at Tls. 430, Dancing Bear No. 2 at Tls. 415, and inferior Tsatlees at 
Tls. 330 to 340. Settlements for the fortnight 400 bales. Total settle- 
ments since 1st June, 55,900 bales ; against 1872, 49,500 bales ; 1871, 
33,500 bales. Comparative unsold Stock 18th April, 1873, 300 bales ; 
1872, 100 bales ; 1871, 100 to 200 bales. \w 

CantTon.—There was still some 300 bales of Old Silk on offer, avail- 
able for export to Europe, but prices were too high to tempt buyers. 
In Re-reels settlements amounted to about 80 boxes, all Re-reeled Tsat- 
lees. Prices paid were the lowest reached this season. As regards New 
Silk, everything appeared favourable for the first crop, the yield of 
which was variously estimated at from 3,500 to 4,000 bales of Tsatlee 
alone, a fair proportion of which, however, would be Re-reels for the 
American market. Contracts were reported to have been made for Re- 
reels, New Silk, on the basis of $540 for best No. 1 Lacklow, which 
would point to high prices ruling at the opening of the market.

Black Pepper: Market very firm, and the 
Bazaar cleared. West Coast taken at $13.50 to 13.60, and for future 
delivery at $13.75, and dealers now are rather unwilling to enter into 
engagements at this figure. Hides: Both Cow and Buffalo in excellent 
demand, the former at $17}, and the latter at $10.40. Nutmegsa very 
firm at $74 for 110s, at which a small business had been done. No 
transactions in other Nos. Mace rather easier, and dealers anxious to 
sell No. 1 at $98, buyers holding off.

THE WAR IN SUMATRA. 
(REUTER’s TELEGRAMS.) 

Tae Haavg, Jone 4.—A telegram from the Governor-General of Java, 
dated the 3lst of May, has been received here announcing that the 
Rajah of Trocmon, a State bordering on Dutch territory upon the 
‘Weatern Coast of Sumatra, displays very favourable sentiments towards 
Holland. The Rajah of the Atchinese country of Tampahouan has 
written to the President at Tampanoli that he will not help the Atchin- 
ese. According to another telegram some disturbances have occurred 
at Banjoewangie. Troops were sent thither, but order was restored 
without their interference, and they have since returned. 

Penaxoa, JuNE 4.—Three vessels flying the English flag, laden with 
merchandise, and bound from Atchin to Penang, have been fired into 
by a Dutch man-of-war. The agent of the Sultan has petitioned the 
Governor of Penang for assistance. The nature of the Governor's reply 
has not yet transpired. It is stated that should the Dutch attempt to 
resume the offensive against Atchin they will meet with a stronger re- 
sistance than ever. The Atchinese are prepared to defend the country 
for two or three years, during which the Sumatra pepper plantations 
would be ruined. Chinese coolies are enlisting as soldiers. The 
Atchinese deny the charge of treachery brought against them in the 
memorandum of the Dutch Government read to the Dutch Chambers, 
alleging that Pangleematebang, who signed the Rhio Treaty, was not 
the Sultan’s accredited agent.

THE PAUMBEN CHANNEL. 

WE think there is every reason to congratulate our 
friends in Ceylon on the final report of Mr. RoBERTSON 
concerning the long-demanded Paumben Channel. Not 
only on the deservedly high reputation of the Government 
Harbour Inspector rests the merit of the line on which he 
has decided. The simplicity and clearness of the reasons 
given for adopting the present route—its directness, its 
advantages at each terminus, and, above all, the wonderful 
economy of the work—must strike every impartial reader 
of the résumé of the Blue-book, which we gave in our last 
issue. Not less satisfactory are the reasons for dismissing 
the numerous rival plans, which have been so long debated, 
for none of them appear, on examination, to possess the 
qualities of Mr. RoBERTSON’s line. 
distance by the cutting of two—four days in time—to bring 
into development a part of the country hitherto neglected 
—and to effect ait this at a cost of less than half- 
a-million—all these are recommendations which will make 
every one interested in trade in the Far East unite in an 
unanimous demand that the work shall be commenced 
without. delay. No doubt Mr. Grecory, with his accus- 
tomed promptitude, has already acquainted himself with 
the exact line struck out by Mr. RoBERTSON, and expressed 
his opinion of it to the Home Government, as well as his 
own Council. We hope both may be equally prompt. 
Taking Mr. RoBERTSON’S observations as conclusive, there 
can be no doubt that the new canal will begin to pay hand- 
somely from the first month that it is opened. Whether 
it be undertaken by the Government of Ceylon, the Muni- 
cipality of Colombo, or a joint-stock company, is of little 
moment—the one thing pressing is that it should be set 
about at once; that Messrs. Simons should receive their 
commission for the two dredgers, and that the necessary 
bungalows and huts be erected along the proposed line, for 
the accommodation of the officers, coolies, &., on the 
arrival of the dredgers. 


THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 

THE Japanese Ambassadors reached Vienna on the 4th 
inst. Count ANDRASSY, in receiving. the members of the 
Embassy, stated that the experience obtained by the Am- 
bassadors during their visit to the Western Powers, and the 
reforms already set on foot in Japan, facilitated the estab- 
lishment of friendly relations, which, indeed, are every day 
becoming more intimate. Count ANDRASSY thanked the 
Embassy for the extensive participation of Japan in the 
Vienna Exhibition. IWwAKURA, in reply, expressed his ac- 
knowledgments for the friendly courtesy which the represen- 
tatives of J apan had met with in Viennese circles, and for 
the steps taken by Count ANDRASSY to obtain an audience 
of the Emprror for the Ambassadors to present their cre- 
dentials. With reference to the Embassy sent from Japan to 
Pope Gregory XIII., which reached Rome in 1585, visited 
Venice in July of that year, and reached Japan upon their 
return in 1587, to which we alluded in our last issue, the 
following is a translation of the Latin inscription on the 
tablet in the cloisters adjoining the Church of Santa Maria 
Saluté, Venice :— 

The intrepid and illustrious [#6 Mautro, nephew of the King 
of Ti-unga, Tabamador of the King of Bunga, 
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Michael Ci-unga, cousin of the King of Arima, and coming 
from his Excellency Bartholomeo, and the most valiant Barons 
and most serene princes of the kingdom of Fizen, 

Juwian Naca-oira and Martin Yura, of Japan, from the ex- 
treme part of the other hemisphere, did the 5th day of July, 
1585, visit fhe sacred relics of this school, which were left it by

THE TRADE IN SILKWORMS’ EGGS. 

ONCE more we hear of the cruel frauds practised on silk 
producers in Italy, leading not unfrequently to the en- 
tire failure of their crops, owing to the bad quality of the 
cards and the consequent non-hatching of the eggs. The 
profits so easily gained by the exportation of silkworms’ 
eggs from Japan have induced certain adventurers, having 
no position in the trade, and no knowledge of the country, 
to advertise themselves as “Exporters direct from Japan,” 
&c., &c., and these, too, often find in Japan a similar 
unscrupulous class of persons seeking the easiest means 
of gain. Those who are acquainted with the rearing, 
or, as they say in Italy, with the education of the 
silkworm, know that the best cocoons produce the 
finest and heaviest moths, whose progeny is naturally of 
a superior quality, but the threads of the cocoon being 
broken by the insect in its exit, the silk is rendered com- 
paratively worthless. The plan is therefore adopted by un- 
principled parties to destroy the most healthy and vigorous 
insects, to save the silk, and to reserve for reproduction 
only the lightest and most inferior cocoons, which of course 
contain weak, and often unhealthy insects. The enormous 
demand for Japanese eggs which has lately sprung up in Eu- 
rope has encouraged this practice, and Japanese silk-growers 
and agents receive every inducement to prepare cards in 
vast numbers, of the worst quality and by the cheapest 
methods, to meet the wishes of the unprincipled traders. 
Silk-growers must refuse the tempting offers of such agents, 
and deal only with houses of standing and responsibility in 
Europe and Japan. The only check against fraud is to 
ascertain the character of the parties offering cards for ex- 
portation, the districts from which they obtain them, and 
the state of the silkworm in those districts. This will be 
no easy task, but it is the only practicable course, and we 
hope to furnish our readers from time to time with such in- 
formation as may be uscful in securing the results desired. 





NEW GOVERNOR FOR THE STRAITS. 

COLONEL Sirk ANDREW CLARKE, R.E., K.C.M.G., has 
been appointed to the Governorship of the Straits Settle- 
ments, in succession to Sir HARRY ORD. Colonel CLARKE 
was in 1846 Aide-de-Camp to Sir W. DENISON when Go- 
vernor of Van Diemen’s Land, served in New Zealand dur- 
ing 1848-9, and was, at the close of the war, sent on a mission 
to Hiki; subsequently, in the same year, he rejoined Sir WIL- 
LIAM DENISON as private secretary, and was appointed by him 
a member of the Legislative Council in 1851 ; in 1853 he was 
appointed Surveyor-General of Victoria, and on the proclama- 
tion of the new constitution he was returned to the assem- 
bly for the City of Melbourne, and joined Mr. Haines’s 
Cabinet as Minister for Public Lands, resigning with it 
in 1857, but not rejoining it again on its return to office. 
On its second resignation, in 1858, he declined the request 
of Sir H. BARKLY to form a new Administration, and re- 
turned to England the same year. He was then appointed 
commander of the Royal Engineers in the Eastern and Mid- 
land districts, and retained the post till 1863, when he pro- 
ceeded on special service to the West Coast of Africa. Here 
he remained until August, 1864, when he was appointed 
Director of Works to the Admiralty, which post he has con- 
tinued to hold up to the present time. We understan, that 
Sir ANDREW will leave for Singapore in September next

THE TRADE AND PROSPECTS OF VENICE. 

The Report of the Committee of the Venice Chamber of Com- 
merce for the year 1872 has just been issued. It contains detailed 
returns of trade and navigation during the past year, compiled 
with diligence and accuracy. It may be consulted as a most useful 
and exhaustive, not to say elaborate, statement, by all who regard 
with interest the return of trade and prosperity to the Queen of 
the Adriatic. We have so long been accustomed to see that once 
important and beautiful city placed in a false and humiliating posi- 
tion, shorn of her commerce and deprived of her manufactures, 
isolated in the midst of the stranger family to which she was for- 
cibly bound, her port empty, her marine gone, the winds them- 
selves could not say where, her artisans reduced to idleness 
and misery, her population idle, apathetic, and degenerating, 
dependent for existence on the precarious influx of visitors, 
that we now, with a feeling of relief, and a sentiment of some- 
thing more than satisfaction, see Venice once more ye to 
new life, regaining her ancient character, and profiting by those 
advantages which a wiser legislation, public instruction, and free- 
dom of action at length bestow on her. Nothing could more 
forcibly illustrate this than the presence, in the anchorage, of the 
mail steamers of our P, and O. Company, which now regularly 
call at Venice on their India and China service. 

When we recollect that in the last year of Austrian rule, such 
was the prostration of Venice at the extremity to which her com- 
merce was reduced that her imports amounted only tothe value 
of £.98,739,457, and her exports to but f.63,321,674, it is satisfac- 
tory to find from the tables of the report that the value of im- 
ports for the past year has risen to f.199,961,183, being an excess 


of £.25,708,248 over the year 1871, and of f.101,221,726 over the | 


year 1866, The exports for 1872 amounted to £.150,268,206, or 
£.5,958,805 in excess of the year preceding, and of £.86,946,532 
over the year 1866. Taking the quinquennial 1868-72 we extract

The curt#as inversion of the progressive annual imports and 
exports witi Great Britain, as also the increase of trade with 
Russia, and the decrease of her imports from, and increase of 
exports to, the Austro-Hungarian Empire, are all manifest signs 
of her successful rivalry with the port of Trieste. The enor- 
wous and sudden development of her direct commerce with the 
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East is chiefly due to the contract with the P. and O. Com- 
pany, whose magnificent vessels maintain her weekly communi- 
cation with India, China, Japan, Australia, &e. The company 
has more than once during the present year found it necessary 
to despatch extra vessels, with full cargoes, from India and from 
Egypt. Her trade with the East is not, however, confined to 
the P. and O. vessels. A short time since a large steamer arrived 
with a cargo of cotfee from Batavia. Another steamer is also 
expected direct from Ceylon, and one has just arrived from 
Rangoon with rice. We find the chief increase in imports to 
have taken place in the foliowing articles :—

The total imports from Foreign States for the year 1872 
amounted to f.116,513,370, being f.23,101,995 more than in the 
preceding year, and when the railway now in course of con- 
struction along the valley of the Trent is completed; and Ital 
is brought by that means in more direct communication wit 
South Germany, much of the trade now done at Marseilles will 
be directed to Venice. It is evident, from even a superficial 
study of these tables, that the local trade of Venice must be 
represented by very small figures. Her manufactures have, 
with the lapse of time and in the struggle against cruel restric- 
tions, nearly all become extinct ; consequently, her consumption 
of raw material is very limited. She still, however, maintains 
her old renown in glass and mosaics, the export of which to 
India is considerable. The local commerce in hides is respect- 
able, and means are being actively taken to promote various 
minor industries, the exercise of which will notably ameliorate 
the condition of the inhabitants. 

But the consideration of the fact that the commerce of the free 
port of Venice is chiefly one of transit is by no means damaging 
to her. She still occupies the most favoured site on the most 
direct natural line of communication that exists between Western 
Europe and the Far East. We have said enough to show what 
Venice is actually doing and what her prospects are. But we 
must impress on the inhabitants the necessity of being alive to 
the new order of things, and by energy and liberality secure the 
prosperity which every day now opens up. ; 





AFRICA FOR THE CHINESE. 

The following letter from Mr. Francis Galton, of the Geogra- 
phical Society, has appeared in The Times :— 

In a few days Sir Bartle Frere will return to England, and public 
attention will be directed to the East Coast of Africa. I am desirous 
of availing myself of the opportunity to ventilate some speculations of 
my own, which you may, perhaps, consider of sufficient interest to de- 
serve publication in The Times. My proposal is to make the encourage- 
ment of Chinese settlements at one or more suitable places on the 
East Coast of Africa a part of our national policy, in the belief that the 
Chinese emigrants would not only maintain their position, but that 
they would multiply and their descendants supplant the inferior Negro 
race. I should expect that a large part of the African seaboard, now 
sparsely occupied by lazy, palavering savages living under the nominal 
sovereignty of Zanzibar, or Portugal, might in a few years be tenanted 
by industrious, order-loving, Chinese, living either as a semi-detached 
dependency of China, or else in perfect freedom under their own laws. 
In the latter case their position would be similar to that of the inhabi- 
tants of Liberia, in West Africa, the territory of which was purchased 
fifty years ago and set apart as an independent State for the reception 
of freed negroes from America, 

The opinion of the public upon the real worth of the Negro race 
has halted between the extreme views which have been long and 
loudly proclaimed. It refuses to follow those of the early abolitionists, 
that all the barbarities in Africa are to be traced to the effects of a fo- 
reign slave trade, because travellers continually speak of similar bar- 
barities existing in regions to which the trade has not penetrated. Cap- 
tain Colomb has written a well-argued chapter on this matter in his re- 
cent volume, On the other hand, the opinion of the present day repudi- 
ates the belief that the negro is an extremely inferior being, because there 
are notorious instances of negroes possessing high intelligence and cul- 
ture, some of whom acquire large fortunes in commerce, and others 
become considerable men in other walks of life. The truth appears to 
be that individuals of the mental calibre I have just described are 
much more exceptional in the negro than in the Anglo-Saxon race, and 
that average negroes possess too little intellect, self-reliance, and self- 


| control to make it possible for them to sustain the burden of any re- 





spectable form of civilisation without a large measure of external guid- 
ance and support. The Chinaman is a being of another kind, who is 
endowed with a remarkable aptitude for a high material civilisation. 
He is seen to the least advantage in his own country, where a tempo- 
rary dark age still prevails, which has not sapped the genius of the 
race, though it has stunted the development of each member of it, 
by the rigid enforcement of an effete system of classical education, 
which treats originality as a social crime. All the bad parts of his 
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character, as his lying and servility, spring from timidity due to an 
education that has cowed him, and no treatment is better calcu- 
lated to remedy that evil than location in a free settlement. The na- 
tural capacity of the Chinaman shows itself by the success with which, 
notwithstanding his timidity, he competes with atrangers, wherever he 
may reside, The Chinese emigrants possess an extraordinary instinct 
for political and social organisation ; they contrive to establish for them- 
gelves a police and internal: government, and they give no trouble to 
their rulers so long as they are left to manage those matters by them- 
selves. They are good-tempered, frugal, industrious, saving, commer- 
cially inclined, and extraordinarily prolific. They thrive in all countries, 
the natives of the Southern provinces being perfectly able to labour and 
multiply in the hottest climates. Of all known varieties of mankind 
there is none so appropriate as the Chinaman to become the future 
occupant of the enormous regions which lie between the tropics, whose 
extent is far more vast than it appears, from the cramped manner in 
which those latitudes are pictured in the ordinary maps of the world. 
But take a globe and examine it, and consider the huge but poorly- 
peopled bulk of Africa, by whose side the areas of India and of China 
look insignificant, and think what a field lies there for the development 
of a suitable race. The Hindoo cannot fulfil the required conditions 
nearly so well as the Chinaman, for he is inferior to him in strength, 
industry, aptitude for saving, business habits, and prolific power. The 
Arab is little more than an eater-up of other men’s produce ; he is a 
destroyer rather than a creator, and he is unprolific. 

The history of the world tells a tale of the continual displacement 
of populations, each by a worthier successor, and humanity gains 
thereby. We ourselves are no descendants of the aborigines of Britain, 
and our colonists were invaders of the regions they now occupy as their 
lawful home. But the countries into which the Anglo-Saxon race can 
be transfused are restricted to those where the climate is temperate, 
The tropics are not for us, to inhabit permanently ; the greater part of 
Africa is the heritage of people differently constituted to ourselves. On 
that Continent, as elsewhere, one population continually drives out an- 
other. Consider its history as it extends over successive centuries. We 
note how Arab, Tuarick, Fellatah, Negroes of uncounted varieties, 
Caffre, and Hottentot surge and reel to and fro in the struggle for 
existence. It is into this free fight among all present that I wish to see 
a new competitor introduced—namely, the Chinaman. The gain would 
be immense to the whole civilised world if he were to outbreed and 
finally displace the negro, as completely as the latter has displaced the 
aborigines of the West Indies. The magnitude of the gain may be 
partly estimated by making the converse supposition—namely, the loss 
that would ensue if China were somehow to be depopulated and re- 
stocked by negroes. 

The pressure of population in China is enormous, and its outflow is 
great and increasing, There is no lack of material for a suitable im- 
migration into Africa. Ido not say that it would be possible at any 
moment to persuade communities of men and women from Southern 
China to establish themselves in Africa ; but I am assured, by excellent 
authorities, that occasions of political disturbance frequently arise when 
it would be practicable to do so by the promise of a free, or nearly free, 
grant of land. The Chinese have a land hunger, as well as a love for 
petty traffic, and they would find a field in which to gratify both of 
these tastes on the East African Coast. There are many Chinese 
capitalists resident in foreign parts who might speculate in such a system 
and warmly encourage it. If once successfully started, it ought to 
maintain itself. The colonists could not starve ; and when they began 
to succeed they would send money home to their relatives to enable 
them to follow, just as they now do from the many other parts of the 
world where they are located. For these reasons it is probable that the 
streams of emigration from China have sufficient “head” to enable 
them to reach and overflow the coasts of Eastern Africa if they were 
watched and judiciously diverted in that direction. 

T have finally to speak of the political effort necessary to secure a 
free right of occupancy and of settlement at suitable points on the 
coast. No very serious obstacle seems to stand in the way ; certainly 
none was met with when Liberia was founded. It is probable that as 
the success of such an enterprise would be of equally great value to all 
nations commercially interested in those parts, no national jealousy 
would be excited by its promotion, and the necessary territory could 
be obtained with little difficulty and at a small cost, to be advanced in 
the first inetance as a charge on the land, and hereafter to be redeemed.

MEETING OF THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 

The half-yearly meeting of the shareholders in the P. and O. Com- 
pany was held at the offices, Leadenhall-street, on the 5th inst., under the 
presidency of Mr. P. D. Hapow, chairman of the company. The notice 
calling the meeting having been taken as read, the report—which was 
published in our last issiie—was presented. 

The Cuatrmay said his observations would be very brief, insomuch 
ag the accounts were reserved for presentation at the annual meeting, 
and the report was consequently shorter in its details, and did not neces- 
sarily contain such important statements as that given to the share- 
holders at the December meeting. There were only two or three points to 
which he need allude. Since the last meeting the board had contracted for 
the construction of two new ships of 2,400 tons each, which they hoped 
would be afluat on the ocean in the course of the next year. Considering 
the great advance in the price of material and labour, he doubted not that 
the proprietors would unanimously be of opinion that the price paid 
for them was not only reasonable, but extremely moderate. The refit- 
ting of the ships was proceeding, and the alterations would not only 
give the veasels a greater carrying power, but reduce the consumption of 
coal by nearly one-half, as well as obtaining a greater speed. The fleet 
was all fully employed, and the board had been informed that the Venetia, 
having well performed her outward work, was on her way home with 3,000 
tons of tea, so that it was reasonable to suppose that she would realise a 
large profit for the company. He was happy to say that no casualty had 
attended the navigation of the company’s vessels since the last meet- 
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ing. This was the more remarkable, and a cause for deep thankfulness 
because the ships had been subject to the most fearful storms which they 
had ever been called upon tv encounter. The directors were pursuing 
the policy they had adopted for some years past, and with the approbation 
of the proprietors that policy would be continued. (Hear, hear.) As to 
the Suez Canal, the question seemed tobe misunderstood. The company 
could not use it without the permission of the Government. . The 
mails could not be sent through the canal without consent, as the con- 
tract stipulated for their being sent overland. The vessels of this com- 
pany which had passed through the canal were not the mail ships, but 
extra ones, which had been found profitable and advantageous to the 
company. The new Italian line was in full working order, and both in 
the amount of goods carried and the profit realised therefrom had fully 
realised all the expectations of the board. (Cheers.) The mail and 
general services were alluded to in the report, and, as many share- 
holders would be aware, the Australian contract terminated in Decem- 
ber next, and negotiations had been carried on for some months with a 
view of getting the whole of the colonies to join in a subsidy for 
a general and comprehensive service. But the colonies were so 
jealous of each other, or were so impressed with their individual 
importance, that Sydney would not enter into a contract in 
which Melbourne was included, and Melbourne would not enter 
into a contract in which Sydney was included, and so the matter 
went on, and the company was compelled to negotiate with the 
Government of each colony. The result was that on Wednesday the 
board received a telegram from the company’s agent at Melbourne 
stating that a contract had been entered into with the Melbourne Go- 
vernment for a direct service for the next seven years for a subsidy of 
£90,000, the vessels having to call at a minor port if required. That 
was so far satisfactory, as it gave the company the exclusive carriage of 
the mails to Melbourne for seven years, and if any of the other colonies 
attempted to found another service they would soon find that the ex- 
penses were so enormous that they could not continue it for any length 
of time. There was one other matter for congratulation, which was 
that the company had recently established—under strong pressure—a 
system of Indian parcels post. This did not greatly add to the receipts 
of the company at present, but as it paid expenses, and gave great ad- 
ditional facilities, especially to the Indian subjects of the Queen, the 
directors were satisfied to perform the service and await its future 
development. The only other feature worthy of remark was the fact 
that the charges for material, stores, labour, &c., had greatly increased, 
but, on the other hand, the receipts had 50 augmented that the board 
felt justified in recommending a dividend at the rate of six per cent., 
which had been earned in and could be paid out of the profita of the 
half year. Many of the shareholders had had a letter and statement 
sent to them by a person who signed himself lately the manager of the 
company, and who had thought fit to write a very lengthy pamphlet, 
and somewhat difficult altogether to understand, and he would not have 
taken the trouble to notice it if it had not been that the board thought 
it proper to lay before the proprietors a short statement describing the 
circumstances under which this gentleman had written the letter in 
question. Heshould have been wanting in respect to the proprietors if 
he had not mentioned the fact, and having done so he passed it by. He 
concluded by moving the adoption of the report.—Mr. BRAMWELL briefly 
seconded the motion. 

The CHatrMay, in reply to questions, said there was a saving of 40 
per cent. in the consumption of coal in the vessels which had been re- 
fitted with compound engines. He had nothing new to report as to the 
dues charged by the Suez Canal ; the matter was still under considera- 
tion of the Council at Constantinople, to whom the matter had been re- 
ferred, and to which the various Governments interested were making 
representations ; and the Sultan, as the supreme governor of Egypt, 
would decide the question as to the dues which the Canal Company 
were to charge.—In answer to Mr. MacKENzIE, the CHAIRMAN said that 
the present dividend was paid entirely out of net profits. 

The motion for the adoption of the report was then put, and carried. 
A dividend for the half-year ending the 31st of March, at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum, was declared, payment of the same to be made 
free of income-tax on and after the 22nd inst. 

A conversational discussion ensued, in which some shareholders urged 
that all contracts for coal, stores, building, and repairing ships, &c., 
should be put up to public tender and advertised, others urging oppo- 
site views. The general opinion, however, was that the plan the board 
at present pursue of inviting a limited competition and buying in the 
open market was the best; and the proceedings closed with a vote of 
thanks to, and continued confidence in, the directors.

The advantages of the new line will be perhaps 
even more TARE Tee in the East than in this country. Between 
London and the Far East steam communication is now constant 
and regular, but to accommodate the important trade carried on 
with America by the Straits, Java, and China, there is at present 
no regular steam line. Everything bids fair for the success of 
such a service as the New York, London and China Company 
have undertaken, if carried out with regularity and efficiency.

The Reuter’s telegram from Shanghai, to the effect that the 
submarine cable between that port and Hong Kong had been 
broken is contradicted by the Great Northern Telegraph Com- 
pany, who state that the cable is in working order.

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COURT OF ADMIRALTY, 
SALVAGE CASE.—THE “ COPERNIC.” 

This case was tried on the 30th ult. The Copernic, a steamship of 
1,217 tons registered tonnage, belonging to the Messageries Maritimes, 
and of the value, with her cargo and freight, of £86,000, got on to the 
western end of the Roar Sand, on the morning of the 25th of January 
last. The ship was proceeding up Channel on a voyage from Marseilles 
to London ; die weather was foggy, and, as the water was shoaling, the 
engines were stopped and an anchor let go, with about twenty-eight 
fathoms of chair, and the ship was brought up. When the tide fell, 
the ship touched the ground about a quarter of a mile from the shore. 
The ship was towed off the sand by the steam-tug City of London the 
next flood tide. The defendants had tendered the sum of £100 to the 
plaintiffs, and paid it into Court, and contended that it was sufficient 
payment for the services, as the steam-tug Palmerston had been engaged 
for the sum of £100 to tow the Copernic off the sand. 

The Court held that the ship was in a position of very considerable 
danger, and could not have been extricated without the aid of steam 
power. The service was short and attended with no danger to the 
City of London, but it was of immense value to the ship, and it was 
doubtful whether the Palmerston would have had sufficient steam 
power to get the ship off. The Court overruled the tender, and awarded 
the sum of £400, with costa. 


COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
RODOCANACHI AND OTHERS V. ELLIOTT. 

This was an action tried on the 2nd inst. upon two policies of insur- 
ance effected in March and April, 1870, upon sixty-five bales of silk, 
valued at £11,220. The insurance was from Shanghai to London, vid 
Marseilles. At Shanghai the silk was shipped on board the Measageries 
Imperiales steamer Phase, and carried to Hong Kong, where it was 
placed on board the Peiho, which conveyed it to Marseilles. It arrived 
at this last-named place on the 27th August, 1870, and it was intended 
to send it from thence through Paris to Boulogne on the way to London. 
The silk got as far as Paris, but in consequence of the German war 
there was no means of sending it on ; and it remained there until the 
city was completely invested on the 19th September, 1870. On the 
7th October the plaintiffs gave the underwriters notice of abandonment, 
and claimed upon the policies as for a total loss of the silk. On the 20th 
March, 1871, which was after the commencement of the present action, 
the silk arrived in London in an undamaged state. It had been con- 
tracted to be sold for £9,362 12s. 6d., and the purchaser took it at that 
price. The questions raised for the Court were whether the plaintiffs 
were entitled to recover as for a total loss, or for a partial loss, in conse- 
quence of the silk having, by the natural process of drying, become 
lessened in weight. 

The Court was of opinion that the intention waa to cover these goods 
from their shipment at Shanghai until their arrival in London, whether 
they were upon land or water ; and that consequently the risks of the 
transit through France were covered by the policies. Under the cir- 
cumstances the plaintiffs were right in giving notice of abandonment 
and treating the case as one of total loss. Judgment was entered for 
the plaintiffs.
